'unregenerate man, becauſe hee obſerved di- 
vers graceleſle perſons {as he faith himſelte) 
having fallen, and falling commonly into fins 
againit conſcience, to bring that chapter in 
their own defence and comfort, becauſe they 
1 dud that which they allowed not, verſe. 15+ 
|: and ſoit was not they, but f that dwelled in 
1* them, 
And fo, many amone us know, they ſhould 
be better, and {trive that they may grow bet- 
|| rex, but throuzh the power of {tnne, cannot ; 
| conſcience telleth chem they mult not ſinne, 
 theirhearrs and lults ſay they mult finne; and 
 hereforſoorh is fleth and ſpirit : Oh no, here 
is, conſrience and luit onely by theeares, to= 
gether. Which {triving Herod, Balaam, Pilnre, 
| or the vileſt Reprobate in the World may 
have, Such a warre argueth not any grace in 
\ theheartr, but rather more ſtrength of cor- 
% ruption, and more power of {in in the heart; 
as, it ts no wonderifa hotſe rin away when 
| he is:looſe ; but when his bit and bridle is in 
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| his mouth, now tobe wilde, argueth hee is 
a altogether untamed and ſubdued. Take heed 
 thereforeof judging your eſtateito: bee good, 
becauſe of ſome backwardnefle,of your hearts 
ro conmir ſome ſins, though little ſins ; for 
thy ſinnes may be, and, 1t 1s molt certaine are 
more powerfull in thee, then in others that 
have not the like {truglings becauſe they have 
-  notſuch checks as thou haſt ro reſtraine thee. 
, Know therefore that the ſtriving of the Spirie 
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a2ain(t the Fleſh, 1s againit (in, becauſe it is finnes | 
as 4 man hates a Toad, though hee be never *.| 
poiſoned by it; But the ſtriving of thy con- 
{cience againſt (in,is only againlt fin, becauſe 
it isa troubling, ora damning finne; The 

HTtriving of the Spirit againlt tne fleth, is from 
a deadly hatred of fiane, Rg9m. 7.15. But thy 
{triving of conſcience againlt fin, 1s onelie 
from a feare of the danger of ſinne 3 for Bala- 
en had a minde-to curſe the 1fſraelites for his 
monies ſake , bur if hee might have had an 
houſe full of ſilver and gold (which is a go0d- 
ly thing ina covetous eye) it is ſaid, he dutrſt 
not curſe them. 

Thirdly, In judging ofthe (incerity of the 
heart by ſome good affection in the heart. 
Hence many adeluded loul reaſons the caſe 
out thus with himſelf:Eirher I muſt be a pro- 
phane man,or anHypocrit,or an upright man. 
Not grophane, Ithanke God, for Iam not

And thus 
they fool themſelves, Prov. 28.26. This is one 
of the greateſt cauſes and grounds of miſtake 
amonslt men-rhat think beſt of themſelves : 
they are not able to put a difference between 
the good defires and {trong aftectons that a=. 
rife from the love of Jeſus Chrilt. _

Now marke it, there is no ſurer ſigne of 
a man under the bloudy raigne,and domini- 
on of his luſts and ſins, than this; that is, to 
five way to ſinne, (thongh never ſo little and 
common) nor to be greatly troubled forſin 
( for they may bee a little troubled) becauſe 
they cannot overcome ſinne ; Ideny nor, but 
the beſt do lin daily, yet this is the diſpoſition.

When a man hath bread in his wallet, and 
fot water in his bucket, he may boldly ſay, ſo 
Jong as theſe lalt, I ſhall not famiſh: ſo maylt 
thou fav , when thou haſt found and gor 
Chriſtin the performance of any duty,ſo long 
as Chrilts life laſ{teth, I ſhall live, as long as he 
| hath any wiſedom or power,fo long ſhall I be 
dire&ted and enabled in well doing. 
 Fifthly, if thy duties make thee finne more $;pne 
boldly, thou doſt then reſt in duties;for theſe +, 
duties which carry a man out of himſelf unto 
Chriſt,ever fetch power againlt ſin; but duties 
thata man relts in, arme him and fence him

Indeed men may forgive wrong and debts be- 
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forit. Men may remit debts, and yet remaine 
men; but the Lord having ſaid, !be /oul that fin- 
neth ſhall die, and his truth being himſelf, hee 
cannot remaine God, if hee forgive it with-_ 
out ſatisfaction. Therefore duties are but rot= 
ten crutches for a ſoule to relt upon. HD 
But to what end [hould we uſe any duties? Objet, 
cannot a man be ſaved by his good prayers nor 
ſorrowes, nor repenting? what (ſhould we pray 
any more then? Let us calt off all duties, if 
all are tono purpoſe to ſave us. As good play 
for nothing as worke for nothing. : 
Thovgh thy good duries cannot fave thee, 4»/w, | 
yet thy bad works will damne thee. Thou 
art therefore not to caſt off the duties ; but | 
thy reſting in theſe duties. Thou att not to OE |
